Well, that's a good question, be- 


cause as I see il this movement has 
the communists in a smart political 
maneuver. It is calculated lo em- 
barrass the present Socialist gov- 
ernment and to lay the ground- 
work for its defeat in the next 
general election which under nor- 
mal circumstances would be held 
four years hence. 


To get Ihc full import of 
this 


move, one must understand What 
happened in the general election a 
year ago. Britain then amazed th& 
world by turning out the Conser- 
vative government, headed by the 
famous of war-leader,

Churchill, and electing a

(Socialst) House of Commons.

Some 
highly placed Socialists professed 
lo fear that it would go Red. How- 
ever ,lhe majority of observers felt 
that the country would return to 
conservatism if the Socialists didn't 
make good.

The new gov- 
ernment has turned thumbs down 
on communism for home consump- 
tion, and London and Moscow have

Washington, Sent. 13 —(UP)— 


The Price De-Control Board today 
opened the way for possible restor- 
ation o£ price ceilings on butter, 
cheese and other dairy products 
within a week. 


The board said it would meet 
Sept. 18 to decide whether controls 
should be reimposed in view 
of 


significant rises in prices ot many 
important dairy products. 


It called on the dairy industry 


to submit before Sept. IB an ex- 
planation of the price rises, and 
also asked other interested parties 
—OPA, Department of Agriculture 
and consumer 
groups—to submit 


their evidence and views. 


Either on Sept. 18 or 
as 
soon 


afterwards as nossible, the board 
said, it will "either steo in s-'.d put 
ceilings back into effect or giye 
reasons why dairy products will 
remain decontrolled." 


The board said it had "noted 


with concern" price boosts on but- 
ter and cheese since its determin- 
ation on Aug. 20 to leave milk prod- 
ucts free from control.

The Price De-Control Board today 
opened the way for possible restor- 
ation o£ price ceilings on butter, 
cheese and other dairy products 
within a week. 


The board said it would meet 
Sept. 18 to decide whether controls 
should be reimposed in view 
of 


significant rises in prices ot many 
important dairy products. 


It called on the dairy industry 


to submit before Sept. IB an ex- 
planation of the price rises, and 
also asked other interested parties 
—OPA, Department of Agriculture 
and consumer 
groups—to submit 


their evidence and views. 


Either on Sept. 18 or 
as 
soon 


afterwards as nossible, the board 
said, it will "either steo in s-'.d put 
ceilings back into effect or giye 
reasons why dairy products will 
remain decontrolled." 


The board said it had "noted 


with concern" price boosts on but- 
ter and cheese since its determin- 
ation on Aug. 20 to leave milk prod- 
ucts free from control.
